Strength Is Also Encouraged by
Continued Drought in Argen-

tina Traders Nervous
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CHICAGO, Oct. It Humors about peace
having fallen flat and predictions of rain In
Argentina having failed to materialise, yes-
terday's sellers of wheat reinstated some ot
their lines this morning and the market
